I spoke with T. Coleman Andrews by reference from 
the Director's office. He stated as I probably knew, he represents a 
group of insurance companies and that he has run into the worst situation 
imaginable in the courts. He stated he knew the situation would not 
involve the Bureau since we had an interest only in Federal courts and /oo&T 
insurance case£ are tried in local courts. The problem involves what he 
terms to b^jury Using. " He stated in connection with insurance cases 
the lawyers handling these cases generally can tell in advance just what the 
verdict will be. He feels that the insurance companies owe it to the public 
to t ry to get to the bottom of this situation. He is going to attempt to 
interest the presidents of various insurance companies to go together and have 
this matter investigated. He stated he wanted to sit down with the Director 
and perhaps the Director would be willing to suggest to him the names of 
some former FBI men who are in the investigative business and whom the 
Director considers reliable that might be employed to do this job. He stated 
that it is something that would take ejqpert investigators of the utmost 
reliability. 

I told him as a matter of practice I did not believe the 
Director was in a position to recommend anyone and that personally I knew 
of no one or group of agents at the moment who were engaged in general 
investigative activities. In any event, Mr. Andrews asked that his request 
be<called to'Mr. Hoover's attention and that he be called at Atlantic 2-542 3 
in Richmond.

RECOMMENDATION: that Mr. Andrews be called back and 
advised that the Director knows of no one engaged in investigative activities 
at this time whom he could recommend, that those whom he believes to be . 
qualified for this type of work are engaged in other endeavors at the present Jr 
time and would not be interested.

Mr, ANDREW etated that he was born on February 19, 

1899, at Riohnond, Virginia, the son of CHEATHAM WILLIAM ANDREWS, 
deceased, born January 16, 1865, at Chesterfield County, Virginia, 
and DURA PITTMAN ANDREWS, deceased, born October 5, 1875,.at 
Caroline County, Virginia. Mr, ANDREWS stated he was last married 
on October 18, 1919, to RAB WILSON REAMS, bom on September 29,

The passport, number 84521, issued May 24, 1949, was 
restricted in that travel could not be made to Germany, Austria, the 
Main Islands of Japan, Trieste, Okinawa or Yugoslavia. At the time of 
the renewal, the passport was restricted in that no travel could be 
made to the Main Islands of Japan, Okinawa, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia 
or Hungary.

On November 15, 
1943, at Algiers, Algeria, this passport mas extended for six months 
end validated for his return to the United States* At the request of 
the General Accounting Offlee, this passport mas, on September 7, 1945, 
validated for travel ea a mission to make an accounting survey that 
mas required by the Combined Chiefs of Staff*

Mr. JOfU L. CAREY, Executive Director, advised that he has been a 
close associate of the appointee for the past twenty years. He stated that 
the appointee has been a member of the American Institute of Accountants 
since approximately 1932, when it merged with the American Society of Certi¬ 
fied Public Accountants. He explained that at the time of merger the ap¬ 
pointee was the treasurer of the latter organization. Mr. CAREY stated that 
ANDREWS has held several high positions in the American Institute of Account¬ 
ants, including the presidency of the organization during the year 1950 to 
1951. He stated that at the present time the appointee is on the Executive 
Committee of the American Institute of Accountants and also serves as Chair¬ 
man of the Committee on Governmental Accounting, as well as being a member 
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs. Mr. CAREY furnished the following back¬ 
ground information concerning the appointee's character: 

CAREY stated that during the 1930's the appointee had served as 
Auditor of Public Accounts for the State of Virginia and later as Comptroller 
and Director of Finance for the City of Richmond, Virginia.

Jerry^Greene, Washington correspondent for the New York'Daily News 
told me the following 9tory which in my opinion answers a lot of quesltfjpns. C 


During World War II, Jerry Greene was a Captain in the''$Harine Corps 
and was Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, for the Fourth Marine Airway. When 
this detachment arrived at Tara wa, Captain Warren Olney, III, was assigned to 
him as his number one man. He stated that Olney did a creditable job and then 
received orders to come to Washington to assist John Rogge in preparing the 
sedition case for trial since Qlaiey had investigated and handled state prosecution 
in California on some of the subjects. He was away from his post for approximately 
two months and then returned. 



In the Summer of 1944, routine orders came through stating that Captain 
T. Cojynan Andrews was being assigned to the Fourflh Marine Airway. The 
Commanding Officer assigned Andrews to intelligence under Greene. Andrews 
had by this time built up a spectacular record in North Africa and Italy and when 
Andrews arrived, Greene put him through the same six weeks training course 
that he had put Olney through. It then appeared that Greene's assignment would 
soon be terminated by virture of time spent in the Pacific and that he would return 
to the States. 


Andrews had tremendous drive, he "pushed himself like a screwball," 
j took the ball and started running. Andrews deliberately set out to get Greene's 
I job while Olney thought it was definitely allocated for him. The feuding startisrg 
'between Andrews and Olney soon attracted the attention of the C.nmmanditf^ Qffh: 
who commended Greene because of the competive spirit that was stimu^ate^ by 
J Andrews and his followers and Olney and his followers. ^J 


When it came time for Greene to returnto the States, the Commanding 
Officer finally resolved that in view of Olney's two month assignment in Washington 
that Andrews, from the standpoint of active duty, outranked Olney, and accordingly

promoted Andrews to Assistant Chief of Staff of G-2 of the Fourth Marine Airway 
The tension, for the most part between Olney and Andrews, was such that it was 
talked about the camp and it got to the point where the Commanding Officer 
literally shifted Olney from one tent to another to separate the two as much as 
possible. After Andrews got the job, Olney kept in line but developed a feeling 
toward Andrews which has never abated and according to Greene, Olney hates 
Andrews with a passion. 


Greene stated that the feud between OlT)$y and Andrews was reactivated 
jwhen Andrews became Commissioner of Internal Revenue and Olney the As aidant Attorney 
General in charge of the Criminal Division; that Olney is driving Andrews to 
distraction and at this stage appears to have the upper hand; however, Greereis 
betting on a long range basis that Andrews will win out because he has more 
native ability, more drive, and is smart. 


It is quite clear that Greenejand he freely admits it, is a close friend of 
Andrews and I should not be surprised if at some stage, if the opportunity presents 
itself, if Greene would not he of some assistance to Andrews. He further pointed 
out that Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey consulted the American Bankers 
Association, the Association of Certified Public Accountants, and other similar 
trade associations for the top and most competent people; that the leaders of all 
of these related associations put Andrews at the head of the list. 


Humphrey had never met Andrews and after his designation as Secretary 
of the Treasury, Humphrey called Andrews on the telephone, identified himself, 
and asked Andrews to come to Cleveland to see him. Andrews was busy and 
declined. Humphrey then asked Andrews to serve as Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. Andrews declined. Three weeks later, Humphrey called Andrews and 
stated that he was passing through Richmond and would like to drop off and see 
him. Actually, according to Greene, Humphrey made a special trip to Richmond 
jsaw Andrews, and talked Andrews into taking the job. Alter Andrews accepted, 
[Humphrey then went to Senator Byrd who endorsed Andrews. 


You will recall that Olney has been concentrating on the situation in 
Internal Revenue for quite a period of time. Greene told me that Andrews would 
like to be friendly with the Bureau. I told Greene that I saw no reason why we 
should not have a cordial relationship; that after all, we have seen Assistant 
Attorneys General come and go. Greene then stated that Andrews, he believes, 
some feeling that perhaps Olney may have undercut him with the Bureau. 1 told 
Greene that definitely no one undercuts the Bureau for anyone; that we are

cordial relationship with Andrews. 

Greene stated that he was very friendly with Andrews, sees Andrews 
quite frequently, and that he was going to make it clear to Andrews that he should 
be very fair and lean over backwards so far as the Bureau is concerned.

stated that he was fully conscious of the tremendous effort of the present 
administration to obtain integrity in the administration of government offices 
and that he believed the opponents of the present administration would do 
everything in their power to locate and expose scandal which could be 
attributed to the Hisenhower administration. He stated that while he had no 
way of determining the full facts of the matter that he had been given informa- 
tion vrhich he believed indicatHd a possibility of such a scandal in the Alcohol 
& Tobacco Tax Division of the Internal Revenue Service. He stated that he 
was certain that three inspectors in the Alcohol & Tobacco Tax Division were 
personally convinced that the matter involved a fraudulent transaction which 
was being deliberately covered up; that one of these inspectors ’•'as what he 
described as a rabid Democrat; and that the Providence Journal in the past 
few days has been trying to get in touch with t he three insp ectors, and that 
he believes the purpose is to get their story. I l atated the 

Providence Journal had been very successful in past years in uncovering 
official misconduct and that he believed their inquiries had been partly 






responsible for the discovery of the maladministration in the office of 
Collector of Internal Revenue Delaney, which subsequently led to his con¬ 
viction. 


|_| identified the source of his information to me by name, 

but asked me to withhold his name at least for the time being. He stated 
that his informant had been employed in the Alcohol & Tobacco Tax Division 
for more than 20 years and was still employed there. He stated that he had 
a personal acquaintance with his informant for more than 15 years and con¬ 
sidered him a man of integrity and good Judgment. 


According to| informant, inspectors for the Alcohol & b/C 

Tobacco Tax Division discovered sometime in the spring of 1953 a fraud of 
considerable proportions being perpetrated upon the Government by thg^Old 
Mr. Bosto n Dis tilling Company. The fraud was connected v-ith the mak'.ng of 
"extracts for eventual~uie~Tn the manufacture of beverage liquors and had the 
net effect of enabling the distilling company to add large quantities of alcohol 
to their beverage products tax free. According to the informant, the investi¬ 
gation showed the Government had been deprived of somevrhere between 
$200,000 and $350,000 in taxes, which with penalties would make the distilling 
company liable in an amount in the neighborhood of $1,000,000, as well as for 
criminal prosecution. According to the informant, t he inanectors who iis- 
covered this fraud and prepared the reports are named ! | 

who worked the case under the direction of a unit chief named!_ According 

to the informant, criminal prosecution, as well as recovery of the tax and 
nenalty, was recommended 11 to Washington 11 but no action was taken. There¬ 
after, according tc the informant, a letter was addreseed to Commissioner T. 
Coleman Andrews of the Internal Revenue Service personally, protesting the 
lac k of prosecut ion. According to the informant, this resulted in no action, 

but_is not clear as to whether the informant Btated any written 

response to this letter had been made. The informant stated that in February 
of 1954 the file concerning this matter had been sent from the Boston Office 
to Washington where it is Btill held. 


The informant states that all three investigators are personally con¬ 
vinced that theNOld Boston Di stil ling Compan y is guilty of fraud as above 
described and that an attempt is being made in Washington to conceal it. The 
reason being advanced by the investigatore £or believing that the fraud is being 
covered up is the failure to act within a reasonable time, plus certain circum¬ 
stances which the investigators claim to have been as follows.

In this regard, it should be 
noted that the Bureau conducted a Special Inquiry of Coleman Andrews 
in 1953 which failed to reflect any derogatory information concerning 
Andrews. The Bureau files do not contain any data of pertinence 
concerning the Old Mr. Boston Distilling Company. 

RECOMMENDATIONS (2) 

(1) As a result of a review and analysis of all the facts in this 
matter, it is recommended that the Bureau not accede to instant request 
for investigation because of the following reasons: 

(a) The Bureau is estopped from conducting Investigation into allegations 
concerning irregularities on the part of Treasury Department employees 
until such tine as a formal jurisdictional agreement Is entered Into 
between the Treasury and Justice Departments* 

(b) Assistant Attorney General Warren Olney, In referring the information 
concerning this matter to the Secretary of the Treasury, pointed out 
that it was the Department's position that this natter wa 3 within the 
Treasury Department's jurisdiction and not the FBI’s. For us to 
enter into this Investigation would be tantamount to disregarding 
the official legal opinion of the Justice Department. 

(c) | The Treasury Department has conducted an investigation into Instant 

allegations and for us to join in this investigation would be a 
' duplication of effort. 

(d) The basic allegation is nebulous in nature and, should a similar 
situation arise in connection with another Government agency over 
which we have investigative jurisdiction, an administrative inquiry 
rather than an FBI investigation would be indicated. 

(e) The only remote possibility of a violation under our jurisdiction in 
this matter is a possible Conflict of Interest violation (Section 28l» 
Title 18, U. S. Code); however, in order to prove such a violation. 

It would be necessary to obtain evidence that T. Coleman Andrews did 
in fact take action to "pigeonhole" the fraud case and for so doing 
received some consideration. Mere failure to take action not coupled 
with the consideration factor is not sufficient to constitute a 
violation. The Internal Revenue Code (Title 26) in Section I 4 .OI 4.7 does 
have a provision which makes It a violation for an officer of the 
Treasury Department to "wilfully neglect" tc perform his duties. 

There is attached hereto for approval a letter to K. Chapman 
Rose advising that the Bureau cannot accept this matter for Investigation.

Dear Mr. Hoover: 


I have noticed recently some radio and television propaganda for programs 
that may be desirable, but the nature of the propaganda sounds to me a lot like it 
might be communist-inspired to create dissatisfaction and keep the pressure on us 
for spending ourselves out of business. 

I refer particularly to an appeal that is being currently heard for so-called 
"slum clearance. " The idea seems to be that we citizens ought to look around and 
see what a stinking mess we are living in and then get busy and do something about 
it. This bit of propaganda seems to be in charge of an organization known as ACTION,] 
the mailing address of which is announced as Box 20, Radio City Station, New York, 

New York. I have been wondering if you gentlemen there at the F. B.I. have had any 
occasion to investigate this outfit and, if so, whether you can tell me about your 
conclusions concerning it. 

Then, there has been another one that I can't identify at the moment because 
I haven't heard it recently. Its mission seems to be to develop the idea that our 
l facilities for higher education are woefully inadequate and that a lot of today's children/ 
aren't going to be able to get into a college when they arrive at college age and are 
ready for it. 

The spokesmen for this particular "catastrophe In the offing" sound like people 
that are trying to stir up something, and I suspect that this program, too, is communist- 

I inspired. The next time I hear it. I'll make a note of the name and address and send 
it to you. In the meantime, if you already are familiar with this appeal, I'd appreciate 
any information that you can give me concerning it. sj-rt

I spoke with T. Coleman Andrews by reference from 
the Director's office. He stated as I probably knew, he represents a 
group of insurance companies and that he has run into the worst situation 
imaginable in the courts. He stated he knew the situation would not 
involve the Bureau since we had an interest only in Federal courts and no st 
insurance cases are tried in local courts. The problem involves what he 
terms to b^jury fixing." He stated in connection with insurance cases 
the lawyers handling these cases generally can tell in advance just what the 
verdict will be. He feels that the insurance companies owe it to the public 
to try to get to the bottom of this situation. He is going to attempt to 
interest the presidents of various insurance companies to go together and have 
this matter investigated. He stated he wanted to sit down with the Director 
and perhaps the Director would be willing to suggest to him the names of 
some former FBI men who are in the investigative business and whom the 
Director considers reliable that might be employed to do this job. He stated 
that it is something that would take expert investigators of the utmost 
reliability. \ 


I told him as a matter of practice I did not believe the 
Director was in a position to recommend anyone and that personally I knew 
of no one or .gf*oup of agents at the moment who were engaged in general 
investiga^ve'activities. In any event, Mr. Andrews asked that his request 
bewailed to Mr, Hoover's attention and that he be called at Atlantic 2-5423
